mark'd for Deſtruction, and therefore not to be treated 
with, He ridicules their fine Clauſe in the Co-

* Likewiſe, Whether they were not the very 
Men that made him their Priſoner at Newcaſtle, 
and Holdenby, refuſing him the Comfort of any 
one of his own Chaplains? 

Finally, Whether they did not perpetually 


torment him with their inceſſant Importunities, 


not only to become a Felo.de ſe, in murdering 
himſelf in his Regal Capacity, by giving up the

If he thinks that they are now grown Friends to 
Toleration, and is moved by that Argument; yet let 
him ask himſelf the Reaſon, Why he ſhould give up 
an Eſtabliſhment, to accept of a Toleration? And 
why Toleration is not as good when 'tis granted to 
Diſſenters, as when 'tis humbly received at their 
Hands? Let him alſo conſider, that where the 
Diſſenters Principles prevail, no Toleration is granted. 
The Kirk has ever proteſted againſt it, and uſed 
their utmoſt Endeavours to prevent ir. If he thinks 
much Weight 1s to be laid upon their late Declara- 
tions for general Toleration ; let him remember, that 
the ſame Pleas were uſed before King Charles the 
Firſt's Time, and yet, What were Church or Na- 


tion better for them? In a Word, let him conſi- 


der, whether, under theſe Uncertainties, it is not 


the wiſeſt to truſt himſelf with the Liberty of his 
.own Conſcience; whether he may not be as ſure of 


ſhutting out Perſecution, (if that be the Concern) 
by keeping it in his Power to give a free Toleration 
to thoſe who differ from him, as by putting it in 


the Power of others to make him the like Grant. * 


But to conciude, which I cannot better do, than 


with the Sentiments of the late King Wiliam upon this 
Subject, which, probably, may have the greateſt
